The plant has been shut down for 
some time while repairs were being 
made, but will soon be ready for oper- 
ation. It has been placed in condi- 
tion to turnout a vast number of box- 
es every day. J. W. Almack Is adver- 
tising for 20 girls with which to start, 
and hopes to have the plant going 
Monday. In addition to this big 
stock of boxes tbe factory will contin- 
ue to make baskets. 


No berry boxes were made last fall 
and winter, and when 
tbe season 


>pened in 
the spring Mr. Almack 
could not begin to meet the demand- 
Ooe customer alooe wanted Almost 
half 
a 
million, but 
he 
could 
not get them in Coshocton. To pre- 
vent such an emergency, Mr. Al- 
mack proposes to make a big stock at 
once and be prepared to add to it' 
when they are needed. The half mil- 
linn to be made now are simply to 
start tbe trade. 


Last fall the announcement was 
made that a machine had been invent- 
ed capable of turning out thousands 
of boxes a day and they could be 
marxete-d at?L75 per thousand. As this 
was less than boxes could be marie in 
Cosbocton, Mr. Almack quit that 
bracch of tbe business. Wnen spring 
came the machine had failed to do its 
promised work and the demand for 
boxes was far beyond the dreams of 
tbe manufacturers.

Then hi order to determine whether 
the warmth of spring would bring out 
the larvae he transformed himself Into 
an incubator, with the happy result 
that the worms did appear.

that spring spraying was the most ef- 
fective that period of the year will 
henceforth be the spraying period, aad 
the loss to tee peach crop, which has 
heretofore been enormous, will be 
greatly dimlnished.
